What the State Solons in 


Indianapolis Have on 


Their Minds., 


MANY BILLS FRAMED 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 10.—Senator 


Will R. Wood, floor leader of 
the 


minority, has two railroad bills which 
are framed for the convenience of the 
traveling 
public 'and 
the 
property 


holders living alone the railroad lines. 
One ot the bills will provide that all 
railroads operating in the state shall 
stop at least four passenger trains 
dally 
In nil county seats paving a 


population of 1,200 or more. 
The bill 


•will affect a great many ot the county 
'seats of the state, Senator Wood hav- 
ing knowledge o£ a number of cases, 
and the contemplated Requirement will 
afford,a train going and returning each 
way daily. The definition 'of a pas- 
senger-train as contained in the meas- 
ure preludes the possibility of the 
re-introduction of 
tWe ;"hog 
train" 


vhich consists of a. freight with a 
combination passenger an,d smoker or 
caboose attached. 


The penalty for the violation of the 


provisions of the bill is a fine of. $nO 
for each offense, the failure1 of a train 
to' stop to constitute.an offense. 
In 


case of conviction, one half of the fine 
is to go to the prosecutor and the other 
half is to be turned into the county 
school fund for school purposes. 


Liable for Loss by Fires. 


The second railroad measure con- 


sidered by Senator Wood makes a rail- 
road primarily liable for loss of ad- 
jacent property by fire due to sparks 
from the passing engines. 


"Under the present law It is neces- 


sary for a complainant to show a de- 
fect in the engine which may have 
caused a barn to burn," said the sen- 
ator, "and that is something that the 
average citizen is unable to do. By 
the 
provisions of this measure the 


property holder has simply to prove 
the fact."

propert and would be able to carry 
policies to protect themselves against 
losses that might occur. . 


Would Amend Constitution. 


Senator E. B. Stotsenburg, of New 


Albany, expects today to Introduce a 
resolution providing for an amendment 
to the constitution which will do away 
with the one year declaration of in- 
tention clause for foreign born resi- 
dents ot the state and further alms at 
making the stat« constitution less diffi- 
cult to amend. 
Tho Improvement of 


political conditions In the mining and 
Industrial portions of the state is the 
object of the amendment. 


Tho removal of the clause In the 


constitution 
which 
permits 
foreign 


born persons who have taken out their 
first papers only to x-ote will place the 
state upon n. much higher plane from 
the suffrage standpoint, according to 
Senator Stotsonburg. 


The proposed amendment will re- 


quire every voter to be a resident and 
citizen of the United States before he 
will be permitted to vote In Indiana. 


1 
This will menu that every foreign per- 
son must be a naturalized citizen he- 
fore he con vote. 


The clause In the present constitu- 


tion was Incorporated originally when 
the state wished to encourage the Im- 
migration of substantial citizens whn 
Intended 
to settle and develop 
the 


country districts of the state and Its 
mission has now been realized. 
Its 


application today results In the voting 
of a. foreign element who have no con- 
cern In political matters and who have 
no Intention of becoming citizens. TUe 
raising of the requirement wilt not 
work a hardship 
upon any 
foreign

Change Food When You Feel Out of 


Sorts. 


"A great deal depends upon yourseif 


and the kind of food you eat," tho wise 
old doctor said to a man who came to

One of these is that fats used shall 


never become hot. ^.'though it Is neces- 
sary to melt them. They may be re- 
duced to liquid by putting into a ves- 
sel which is set into a pan of boiling 
wat»r. 
There are regular utensils for 


this called."balm marie." but they are 
expensive and are not necessary, ns a 
cup or bowl will answer every pur- 
puse. 


Another essential to success is that 


the vessel containing the fat shall be 
glass .in- china: never metal. 
Further 


than that, when -the fat is in one lump, 
as with spermaceti or white -wax. it 
should be broken tine with the fingers 
and then stirred after 
it 
begins 
to 


warm, 
that 
melting shall be even. 


Oiherwi?c there will 
be

hard lumps in one cup. and good re- 
sults will nr.i be obtained. 


When, as happens frequently, oil Is 


to be put into the mixture, it is added 
immediately after the fats melt.

be destroyed. 
When alcohol and any 


powder or lumps soluble in it are to be 
employed, as. for example, alcohol.and 
camphor, the solid should be dissolved 
in the alcohol or spirits before being 
added to the other Ingredients., 


In making any liquids which border 


on emulsion constant agitation of some 
kind Is necessary, and almost without 
exceptions all ingredients should he put 
in slowly, that blending shall BO on 
evenly. 


The utensil for stirring should al- 


ways be of bone or Ivory: if one of 
these Is not owned, a silver fork or 
spoon may be substituted, but It. must 
be pure sliver and not plate, or the 
preparation will be discolored.
